ARGENTINA. 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1930. 


In many fundamental aspects industry, commerce 
and finance in the Argentine Republic are free from the 
abnormal economic conditions which have developed 
or which have been created in many other countries 
since the war. With the important exception of cur- 
rency inconvertibility there has been relatively little 
restriction in the operation of the normal tendencies of 
supply and demand. 

It is therefore possible, writes the *Commercial 
Counsellor, H.M. Embassy, Buenos Aires, in_ his 
Annual Report, to trace the main causes of fluctuations 
of prosperity with less difficulty than in the economi- 
cally more complicated countries of Kurope and North 
America and the comparable countries of Australia 
and Brazil. 

Manufacturing indus‘ries are not disproportionately 
developed and produce for domestic consumption only, 
so that there is not likely to be much industrial over- 
production or unemployment unless the tariff is used 
to stimulate uneconomic manufacture on a more 
immoderate scale than at present. Of the primary 
industries, only those which are so stimulated, such as 
sugar and wine, suffer from overproduction to the 
extent of unsaleability; the products of the basic and 
economically advantageous industries, agricultural and 
pastoral, always find their market at a price, while 
Great Britain can buy. Argentine exports are pur- 
chased by foreign interests before they are shipped, 
and no organisation exists for holding them off the 
world’s markets, so that marketing problems are not 
forced on the country. 

The import trade is very large and comprises 4 
relatively high proportion of other than indispensable 
commodities, making voluntary restriction of foreign 
supplies of goods correspondingly elastic and easy. 
The war left no major financial complications of inter- 
national indebtedness or high taxation. The currency 
since before the war is nothing but a simple gold 
deposit system and only suffers inflation by excessive 
gold imports and by the prohibition of gold exports, 
both of which have occurred. Stock Exchange specu- 
lation is almost entirely absent. 


CAUSES OF EconomIc DEPRESSION LOCAL IN CHARACTER. 


The wealth of Argentina is derived from the mass 
production of foodstuffs and raw materials, and the 
prosperity of the country depends on the export trade 
in these products. An illustration of this is that in 
1927 of an estimated total production valued at 5,460 
millions of pesos, 3,920 million, or 71-8 per cent.. 
represented foodstuffs and raw materials, and 2,254 
million, or 42 per cent. of the total was exported. 
Another is that the value of Argentine exports per head 
of the population in a typical year, 1928, was almost 
precisely the same as that of the United Kingdom, 
namely 91 as against 90 dollars.t Because of this 
position Argentina has suffered in common with other 
leading exporting countries from the world decline in 
prices and activities, particularly as the worst effects 
of that decline have fallen on primary commodities. 
but nevertheless the depressed economic conditions 
prevailing in the country during 1930 are attributable 
to local causes, mainly of underproduction and 
currency depreciation, and only in a minor degree to 
world influences. 

The adverse developments which arose in the latter 
part of 1929 and gained force in 1930 coincided with. 
but did not result from, those experienced in thie 
United States and Kurope. The importance of this 
is that, in spite of dependence on the export trade.

prosperity can very largely be regained, or retarded, 
irrespective of a world recovery, by the operation of 
the same local economic, political and currency factors 
which caused it to recede. 

Argentina enjoyed a period of prosperity up to the 
middle of 1929. In the first half of that year the 
bountiful yields from the 1928-29 harvests were being 
shipped; prospects for trade, both foreign and internal, 
were consequently exceptionally bright; business in all 
its local aspects—financial, commercial and industrial 
—was active; revenue was buoyant; railway traffics, 
receipts and share quotations were favourable, and 
although exchange fiuctuated slightly below par, 
causing some gold shipments, no serious uncertainty 
as to currency and exchange entered into calculations ; 
imports showed a large increase, especially from the 
United States. Within a short period of little more 
than six months all these favourable symptoms were 
reversed. From the beginning of the second half of 
the year, when drought conditions began to cause con- 
tinually increasing anxiety, the atmosphere of 
prosperity and optimism changed to apprehension and 
to restriction of commitments in trade and finance. 


l'owards the close of 1929 the economic situation was 
distinctly more unfavourable than at any similar time 
in previous years. The prospective loss of purchasing 
power from the country quickly had its detrimental 
effect on the wholesale, and therefore the import trade 
of the capital and local manufacturing industries 
shared in the depression. The railways, faced with a 
double loss of decreased traffics and on remittances due 
to the fall in exchange, were not in a position to raise 
fresh capital nor to proceed actively with their pro- 
grammes of extensions. Owing to the unfavourable 
exchange and heavy gold shipments, with every 
prospect of their continuance on an increased scale, 
the Conversion Office was closed on December 17, 
1929, thus suspending the delivery of gold against

paper currency and making a further fall in exchange 
inevitable. 
The depressed business situation of 1930 reflects the 
continuation of these conditions throughout the 
greater part of the year. 


ReEsuuts oF LESSENED PURCHASING POWER, 

The heavy loss of purchasing power and fall in 
exchange necessarily led to a severe restriction in the 
import trade, to losses on remittances, delays and 
failures in payments, and probably the most serious 
consequence, seeing that the Argentine import trade 
Is conducted so extensively on credit basis, to uncer- 
tainty as to the future course of exchange at a time of 
lack of confidence in a revival of trade. The local 
financial position was prejudiced by the heavy load of 
Government indebtedness to the State Bank and by 
the difficulties of commercial creditors of the State 
who were compelled to have recourse to bank credit 
pending settlements. Since the commencement of 
the depression the state of the market in New York 
and London did not permit of the issue of long term 
loans such as were customary during the previous five 
years, and during 1930 new foreign capital was not 
invested in enterprises in the country on the scale of 
the preceding years. 

It is a moot point of discussion to what extent the 
economic depression of 1930 precipitated the political 
revulsion of popular sentiment which culminated in 
the almost spontaneous revolution of September 6. 
[t was probably a strong contributory cause, for the 
revolution was unanimously supported by a formidable 
combination of agricultural, pastoral, financial, manu- 
facturing and business interests, and the immediate 
psychological effect of its success was to create a 
general feeling of optimism in business circles. The 
prompt action of the local banks in placing a short 
term loan of 100 million pesos at the disposal of the 
Provisional Government and of the latter in proceeding

with the orderly liquidation of a great volume of long 
outstanding commercial indebtedness left by the 
previous Government created an excellent impression. 


NECESSITY FOR READJUSTMENT OF PRODUCTION COSTS. 


The situation may change radically for the better if 
the abundant 1930-31 harvest, which early conditions 
promise, is realised; events in Brazil should not be 
thought to confuse the situation as Argentina has but 
a slight economic connection with that country; 
political influences have already and will for a con- 
siderable time work for improved confidence; but there 
still remain the unknown and uncertain factors of the 
world course of commodity prices and of the local 
influences of currency fluctuations, which must con- 
tinue until the country is able to return to convertibility 
and freedom of gold exports. 

Even a record crop will not bring a full return of 
prosperity if there is no improvement in world prices, 
least of all to the actual producers, and an improve- 
ment in exchange will be reflected in an apparent 
lowering of currency prices of produce; but both will 


provide a sound basis for recovery and an actual 


recovery for important sections of the transport, 
industrial and commercial interests, including the 
import trade. For producers to benefit there must be 
a readjustment, though not necessarily a reduction, 
in the total cost of production in Argentina. In present 
circumstances the cost of production is less than in 
the competitive agricultural countries of the United 
States and British Dominions, and in Great Britain, 
speaking of competition with the home farmer, mainly 
because of the lower standard of living of the Argentine 
producer combined with the efficiency of machinery 
on a large scale, richly fertile land and cheap rail 
and sea transport. The system of credit, the dis- 
organisation of methods of sale and inadequate storage 
accommodation reduce the return to the producer. 
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The other elements, such as cost of the land, the 
absence of roads and of bulk transport to grain 
elevators, with seed selection and yield still relatively 
backward, increase the competitive cost of production. 


To maintain equilibrium these costs must be reduced 
concurrently with a rise in the standard of living. The 
adjustment which is needed can be secured by reforms 
in these directions, which will give a margin of a 
higher standard of living and more equitable 
remuneration to the producers. In any case, however, 
it looks as though the relatively low cost of Argentine 
production, whether agricultural or pastoral, will for 
« long time be largely influential in setting the level 
for, and even in depressing, prices in the world 
markets. Argentina has so far no mechanism for 
holding its production off those markets. It is known 
there as a willing seller, but its conditions do not 
permit it to be otherwise. 


3RITISH Export TRADE PROSPECTS. 


There are good prospects for an increase in British 
exports to Argentina in 1931, striking a balance of 
favourable and unfavourable local conditions so far 
as they could be judged at the end of 1980, and 
taking into account the indications of improvement in 
the competitive power and marketing enterprise of 
sritish industries. The year 1931 will be noteworthy 
for the holding of the British Empire Trade Exhibi- 
tion, which will be opened by the Prince of Wales 
in Buenos Aires in March, the first national industrial 
exhibition to be organised by any country in South 
America. This exceptional event, for the organisation 
of which credit is due to the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in Buenos Aires, assisted by the Argentine Rural 
Society, has the support of the British Government 
and of leading firms in the majority of British indus- 
tries, and is assured of the interest and goodwill of the 
Argentine Government, press and public. 
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The expansion of British trade with this growing 
market depends on familiarity with its requirements, 
competitive efficiency in production, the provision of 
adequate finance, and on efficient methods of direct 
marketing. The British Empire Trade Exhibition, the 
1) Abernon Economic Mission, the Sheffield Industrial 
Mission, and the increasing visits of representatives of 
British industries show the advance being made in 
the first direction, but there still remains the need 
of much more concentrated attention on methods of 
marketing and representation, a subject dealt with 
at some length in the Commercial Counsellor’s Report. 


VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE. 


FOURTH QUARTER AND YEAR 1930. 


In the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ dated January 15, we 
reviewed in some detail the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom during the year 19380. In continuation of our 
quarterly series of articles dealing with the volume of 
our overseas trade, we now give, on pages 102 and 103, 
a comparison between the import and export trade of 
the year 1924 and of the year 1930, as revalued on the 
basis of the average values shown by the records of the 
earlier period. These figures establish a_ relation 
between the volume of our external trade in the two 
periods, eliminating as far as possible the factor of 
price changes, and they also furnish an index of the 
ugeregate effect of the alterations in prices which have 
tuken place in the intervening six years. By relating 
these data to similar data previously calculated in 
respect of preceding periods, we are enabled to review 
broadly the trend of our overseas trade on a quantita- 
tive basis and also the price variations experienced in 
that trade since 1924. 

lt may be mentioned that, in order to complete these 
surveys of the various important classes of overseas 
trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, In most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
croups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS. 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the year 19380, at the 
average values of 1924, are summarised in the following

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
chandise, were at a substantially lower level in 1980 
than in 1924. When, however, allowance is made for 
the marked changes in prices during the intervening 
six years, it is found that the volume of imports was 
Sl per cent. greater in 1930 than in 1924. Exports, 
on the other hand, were much smaller in volume, the 
decline being 11:3 per cent. in respect of exports of 
United Kingdom goods, and 18-9 per cent. in respect 
of exports of imported merchandise. The volume of 
exports of imported merchandise has shown a con- 
tinuous decline since 1924 (apart from the year 1926); 
the increasing annual value of goods transhipped under 
bond, which are excluded from the records of imports 
and re-exports, may furnish a partial explanation of 
this decline. 
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The average values of imports, domestic exports and 
re-exports were respectively 24:3, 19:7 and 23:4 per 
cent. below the average values in 1924. The percentage 
decline in average values during recent years as com- 
pared with 1924 is shown in the following table :—

It will be seen that the decline in average values as 
compared with 1924 had until last year been greatest in 
respect of domestic exports, while the fall in average 
values of re-exports was not very marked. In 19380, 
however, average values of imports and of re-exports 
fell by a remarkable amount to about the same figure, 
while, as compared with the fall of 12:2 per cent. in 
imports, the decline (4:5 per cent.) in average values 
of exports in 1930 as compared with 1929 was rela- 
tively small. 

Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in each of the four quarters of 1929 and of 1930, as 
compared with the corresponding quarters of 1924, are 
shown in the following table. The figures in brackets 
show the declared values of the trade in 1924 :—

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The volume of imports last year was about 2°5 per 
cent. less than in 1929, while the corresponding figures 
for domestic exports and for re-exports were 18-1 per 
cent. and 43 per cent. respectively. 

In respect of imports, the decline in volume as com- 
pared with the corresponding quarter of 1929 was 
greatest in the third quarter of the year, while, in 
respect of the last quarter of the year, the decline was 
relatively small. The volume of imports in each 
quarter was greater than that in the corresponding 
quarter of 1924. 

In respect of exports of United Kingdom goods, the 
decline in volume as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1929 has been progressive throughout the 
vear, the totals for the four quarters of 1930 being 
respectively 6:4, 18-0, 22-1, and 25:4 per cent. below 
the corresponding figures in 1929. The rate of decline 
was greatest between the first and second quarters of 
the year, and subsequently has been less marked, the 
fall between the last two quarters of the year being 


, 


less than that between the second and third quarters. 

Average values of imports continued to fall through- 
out the vear with a slight easing up between the second 
and third quarters of the rate of fall. This movement 
has now been progressive since the beginning of 1929, 
the first marked decline taking place in the last quarter 
of that year. It may be noted that the proportionate 
fall in average values of imports in the last quarter of 
1950 as compared with the third quarter was about the 
same as that which had taken place during the pre- 
eeding twelve months. 

Average values of domestic exports also continued 
to fail throughout the year, but the changes were of 
much smaller magnitude than in the case of imports. 
While, for the first quarter of the year, the index 
number for average values of exports was about the 
f imports, in the fourth quarter of the 
year the corresponding figures were 77-9 for exports 
and 67-8 for imports.

In respect of exports of imported merchandise, aver- 
age values declined throughout the year in much the 
same manner as in the case of imports, but the total 
changes were greater and the index number of average 
values of re-exports for the fourth quarter of the year 
was below that of imports. 

It will be understood that the quarter-by-quarter 
method of compiling the index numbers given in the 
above table does not serve the purpose ot making a 
strict comparison between the indices of successive 
quarters unless the price and volume variations which 
occurred during the base vear 1924 are also taken into 
account. The effect of such an adjustment is shown

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco is normally greater 
in the fourth quarter of the year than in any other 
quarter, and last year proved no exception to the rule. 
The increase in 1930 was, however, greater than usual. 
In the earlier quarters of the year, imports in 1930 were 
about the same as in 1929—in aggregate, slightly less 
—but in the last quarter there was an increase of 8 per 
cent. on the 1929 figures. There were substantial in- 
creases in the last quarter of the year, as compared 
with 1929, in the grain and flour group (19 per cent.), 
and the meat group (17 per cent.), while there were 
also inereases in the non-dutiable food and drink group, 
in living animals for food, and in tobacco. 


During the whole year, there was a small increase 
in volume as compared with 1929, the increase being 
most marked in the cases of meat and living animals 
for food, while there was a very marked decline in the 
case of feeding stuffs for animals, and retained imports 
of dutiable food and drink declined by about 6 per 
cent. A decline occurred in the average values of each 
of the groups in this class. Of the four large groups, 
the grain and flour group showed a decline of about 
23 per cent. in average values, the average value of 
meat declined by 9 per cent., while in respect of duti- 
able and non-dutiable food and drink the decline was 
10 per cent. and 12 per cent. respectively. In the class

Raw Materials.—In this class, the volume of retained 
imports in the last quarter of 1930 was about 17 per 
cent. less than in the last quarter of 1929, and 14°4 per 
eent. below the level of the last quarter of 1924. A 
small increase was recorded in the raw wool PrToOUup 
over the 1929 figures, but otherwise all groups in the 
raw materials class showed a decline on the totals for 
the last quarter of 1929. For the year, there was a 
decrease in volume of 10-4 per cent. as compared with 
1929, and an increase of 1-1 per cent. as compared with 
i924. The decline as compared with 1929 was due 
primarily to a reduction in retained imports of raw 
cotton (22 per cent.), of other textile raw materials 
except wool, and of oil seeds, nuts, ete. (including 
crude petroleum), while imports of raw wool and of 
wood and timber were maintained at about the same 
level as in 1929. 


[n each of the groups in this class there was a reduc- 
tion in average values in 1930 as compared with 1929. 
For raw cotton and raw wool the decline in average 
values amounted to about 27 per cent.; the average 
values of oil seeds, nuts, etc., declined by 14 per cent., 
aud of wood and timber by about 4 per cent. The 
decline in average values in the class as a whole was 
about 17 per cent. for the year 1930, as compared 
with 1929, but for the last quarter the decline in aver- 
age values as compared with a year earlier was about 
26 per cent. 
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Manufactured Articles.—During the last quarter of 
1930 there was a small decrease in the retained imports 
( manufactured articles as compared with a year 
ariier. In most of the groups imports remained at 
about the same level as in the last quarter of 192, 
exceptions being substantial declines in respect of 
machinery, velucles, chemicals, and manufactures of 
textile materials other than cotton, wool and silk, while 
there was a considerable increase in silk and silk manu- 
factures. Retained imports of manufactured articles 
during the whole year 1930 were approximately the 
same as in 1929. All the above groups mentioned as 
showing a substantial decline during the last quarter 
of the year also showed a marked decline in volume 
during the year as a whole. A substantial increase 
occurred in 1930, as compared with 1929, in the retained 
imports of electrical goods and apparatus, manufac- 
tured oils and fats (including petroleum) and rubber 
manutactures. These three groups, with manufactures 
of wood and timber, cotton yarns and manufactures, 
machinery, and paper and cardboard, all showed large 
increases over the totals recorded for 1924. Average 
values of manufactured articles imported declined in 
the vcar to a lesser extent than those of food, drink and 
tobacco and raw materials, the decline being about 
i per cent. as compared with 1929.

ood, Drink and Tobacco.—It will be seen from the 
above table that the decline in the volume of British 
exports in 1930, as compared with 1929, was general 
throughout the three main classes. The decline was 
least in respect of food, drink and tobacco, while, of 
the three classes, exports in 1930 of food, drink and 
tobaeeco alone remained above the level of 1924. In 
each of the groups in this class there was a decline as 
ompared with 1929, but the decline in tobacco and in 
he important miscellaneous food and drink group was 
relatively small. In these two groups the exports were 
more than in 1924, exports of tobacco in 1930 being

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more than double those in 1924. Average values in the 
class as a whole declined by nearly 8 per cent. 


Raw Materials —As regards raw materials, the 
exports of coal were about 9 per cent. less in 19380 than 
in 1929, and were over 12 per cent. below the level of 
1924, there being some increase in average values dur- 
ing the year. The quantity of raw wool exported de- 
clined by 33 per cent., as compared with 1929, and ail 
the groups in the class showed some decline in volume 
in the vear. For the class as a whole, the volume in 
1930 was about 16 per cent. below that of 1929, while 
average values declined by about 4 per cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The decline in the volume 
of domestic exports of manufactured articles was 
ereater than that in the other two main classes, the 
decline for the year being 19-9 per cent., while for the 
last quarter of the year, as compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1929, the decline was nearly 28 per 
cent. Considering first the last quarter of the year, it 
may be noted that an increase over the figures for 
the corresponding quarter of 1929 was shown only in 
the ease of one group, that of vehicles, in which group 
are included locomotives, ships and aircraft. In respect 
of each of these there was an increase in volume of 
exports during the whole year 1930. In no other 
croup of manufactured articles was the decline in 
exports during the last quarter of 1930, as compared 
with a year earlier, less than 13 per cent., and in respect 
of cotton yarns and manufactures and the iron and steel 
eroup the decline approached 40 per cent. Average 
values of manufactured articles exported during the 
last quarter of 1980 were about 7 per cent. below those 
of the corresponding quarter of 1929. Tor the year as 
«a whole, the decline in average values was 4:2 per 
cent. 


As in the last quarter of the year, the only group to 
show an increase in the vear as a whole, as compared 
with 1929, was ‘‘ vehicles,’’ of which the quantity 
exported in 1930 was more than double that in 1924. 
At the opposite end of the scale, as compared with 1924 
we have woollen and cotton goods for which the respec- 
tive volume indices for 1930 were 58-1 and 62:5. In 
each of these two groups the exports during 1930 were 
about three-fourths of the quantity exported during the 
preceding year. The greatest proportionate declines 
were shown by the leather eroup (32 per cent.), and by 
the iron and steel group (25 per cent.). A number of 
groups show increases as compared with 1924, among 
which may be mentioned electrical goods and 
apparatus, manufactures of textile materials other than 
of wool and cotton, and chemicals. Average values 
declined generally, and while there were a few small 
increases, in no case did this exceed one per cent. The 
decline in average values of textiles was in each case 
more than the average for the class, the respective 
figures for cotton and woollen goods being 8-6 and 7-4 
per cent., while in respect of apparel the decline in 
average values was 6°8 per cent., as compared with the 
decline of 4°2 per cent. already mentioned for manu- 
factured articles as a whole. 


QUARTERLY MOVEMENTS IN THE AVERAGE VALUES AND 
VOLUME OF OUR IMPORTS AND [cXPORTS. 


The estimates of our trade at the average values pre- 
vailing at earlier periods which have been used in the 
preceding paragraphs are based on a comparison of 
corresponding quarters in the years under considera- 
tion. In order to obtain a basis for comparing changes 
In average values in consecutive quarters, the trade of 
each quarter of the base year, 1924, was recalculated 
at the average values for the whole year. The following 
table shows the movement of the average values of 
imports and exports from quarter to quarter in 1924, 
and also in more recent quarterly periods, as related to 
average values during the entire year 1924. The Board

In considering the movements in volume of our over- 
seas trade from quarter to quarter which are shown in 
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the above table, due weight must be attached to normal! 
seasonal variations in the volume of external trade. 
Before the war Imports were, on the average, lowest in 
volume in the second and third quarters of the year, 
higher in the first quarter, and highest in the last 
quarter. The volume of British exports was, on thie 
whole, lowest in the first quarter, and increased in 
subsequent quarters.

Furnaces in 
blast at the end of November numbered 64, as com- 
pared with 68 at the beginning of the month and 100 
at the end of November, 1929. ‘The November aggre- 
gate (626,330 tons) included 87,310 tons of foundry 
and hematite (including direct castings), 481,240 tons 
of basic and 107,780 tons of ferro-alloys. Although 
the returns for November show that the aggregate out- 
put of steel ingots and castings was the lowest monthly 
tonnage so far reported for 1930, a smaller number of 
working days had the effect of raising the average 
daily production above that in each of the two 
previous months. On the basis of 23 working days 
reported for November, the aggregate output repre- 
sented a daily make of 31,600 tons, as against 31,210 
tons in October (27 working days), 30,810 tons in 
September (26 working days), and 50,640 tons in 
November, 1929 (25 working days). The production 
of finished steel products in November (23 working 
days) was 514,800 tons, as compared with 612,610 
tons in October (27 working days) and 852,300 tons in 
November, 1929 (25 working days).

BELGIUM. 

The November coal production showed an aggregate 
lower than in any of the previous months of 1980 with 
the exception of June. On the basis of 22-9 working 
days reported for the month, the aggregate output 
represented a daily production of 94,310 tons, which 
was the highest average since January last, and com- 
pares with 91,250 tons in October (26-8 working days) 
and 94,140 tons in November, 1929 (24:1 working davs). 
Further addition was made to coal stocks during the 
course of the month, their total tonnage at the end of 
November being 2,355,230 tons, as compared with 
2,184,600 tons at the beginning of the month. and 
299,660 tons at the end of November, 1929. The pro- 
duction of pig iron and of steel ingots and castings 
declined further in November. The tonnage of pig iron 
made averaged 7,830 tons per calendar day in Novem- 
ber, as compared with 7,890 tons in October, and 11,150 
tons in November, 1929. Furnaces in blast at the end 
of November numbered 44, as compared with 43 at the 
becinning of the month, and 58 at the end of Novem- 
ber, 1929. The production of finished steel products 
in November amounted to 190,460 tons, as compared 
with 217,260 tons in October, and 281,260 tons in 
November, 1929.

prices show little change from those current at the 
beginning of the month, although a weaker tendenev 
was apparent. 
Unrrep STATES. 
The agoregate November coal output (38,687,000 
tons) included 34,088,000 tons of bituminous, and 


4,649,000 tons of anthracite. The bituminous output 
was at about the same average daily rate as in 
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October, but the anthracite output showed a consider- 
able falling-off. In the bituminous industry, working 
days during November were reported as numbering 
23°3, which gives an average daily production of 
1,461,000 tons, as against 1,460,000 tons in October, 
and 1,675,000 tons in November, 1929. The anthracite 
tonnage produced averaged 202,000 tons daily in 
November, compared with 260,000 tons in (ctober, 
and 217,000 tons in November, 1929. Pig iron and 
steel ingot output showed further reduction in Novem- 
ber. The total make of pig iron for the month repre- 
sented a production of 62,240 tons daily, which was 
the smallest average recorded since August, 1924, 
when it was 60,880 tons. The November daily 
tonnage compares with 69,830 tons in October, and 
106.050 tons in November, 1929. Furnaces in blast at 
the end of Nevember numbered 107, a net loss of four 
furnaces during the month, eight furnaces having been 
blown out or banked, and four blown in; the number 
ot turnaces operating at the end ot November, 1929, 
was 177. Steel ingot production in November, with 
25 working days reported for the month, averaged 
89,380 tons daily, this rate being the lowest recorded 
since July, 1924; the daily tonnage produced in 
October (27 working days) averaged 100,760 tons, and 
in November, 1929 (26 working days) 135,430 tons. 


Iron and Steel Prices.—The chief feature of interest 
in the market during December was the reduction in 
the prices of billets, slabs, and sheet bars at Pittsburgh 
by 1 dollar per ton (2.240 lb.) to 80 dollars. This was 
the first alteration in the quotations for these descrip- 
tions of semi-finished products since May last, and, it 
is stated, represented an adjustment to declines in 
the finished steel market. In the pig iron market, the 
price of the No. 2 foundry description at Philadelphia 
was reduced by 50 cents per gross ton to 17 dollars 
76 cents at the beginning of the month, and at Cincin- 
nati by the same amount to 14 dollars 19 cents in the 
middle of December. Galvanised sheets at Pittsburgh 
and Chicago were also somewhat cheaper at the end 
of the year. Representative quotations at the end of 
December were: No. 2 foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 
17 dollars 76 cents; No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley 
furnace, 17 dollars; re-rolling billets, Pittsburgh, 
380 dollars; sheet bars, Pittsburgh, 30 dollars: and 
forging billets, Pittsburgh, 36 dollars; all prices per 
ton (2,240 Ib.). The following were representative 
quotations (per lb. to large buyers) for certain finished 
steel products: Bars, Chicago, 1-70 cents; tank plates, 
Pittsburgh, 1°60 cents; and structural shapes, Chicago, 
1-70 cents.

CANADA. 
INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS IN 1980. 


Against a background of world-wide depression conditions 
in Canada seem relatively favourable, states the Royal 
Bank of Canada in a review of the past year. 

(he volume of agricultural production during 1930 was 

ve satisfactory than in the previous year, and the total 

d of wheat is estimated to have been nearly 400 million 
bushels against 300 million bushels in 1929. Other crops 
also showed substantial increases. The barley harvest of 
138 million bushels was the largest on record, slightly 
exceeding the heavy yield of 1928. The increase in the 
Jume of the crops, however, was more than offset by 
he poor export demand, and large quantities of wheat 
and other grains still remain unsold. Prices of farm 
»roducts fell severely with the general decline in commodity

prices. 


Livestock prices did not decline as severely as grain 
vrices, and the low prices for feed turned the attention 
of the farmer to livestock husbandry. After the lapse of 
ome years, interest was revived in the shipment of live- 

ock overseas, and 2,183 head were shipped up_ to 


November 1. 


The salmon industry in British Columbia promised a new 
ecord in 1930. Production up to November 1 was over 
~00,000 cases more than during the corresponding period 
f 1929, and 74,000 cases above the total for 1926, the 
»revious record year. It was expected that the total pack 
vould amount to about 2,175,000 cases. Fishing operations 
n the Atlantic Coast were not so satisfactory. 


LUMBER: MANUFACTURES. 


The lumbering industry had a quiet season, particularly 
n Eastern Canada. While the cut was reduced, export 
markets were weak throughout the year and prices de- 
pressed. Russian softwood was plentiful in the British 
market, and competition from this quarter seriously 
affected the disposal of Canadian supplies. Operations on 
the Pacific coast were also curtailed, but conditions in the 
West were somewhat more satisfactory than in the Kast. 
in spite of unsatisfactory prices, the volume of sawn 
lumber shipments was well maintained. Increases were 
shown in exports to Australia, South Africa, China and 
(reat Britain. The principal decline was in shipments to 
the Canadian and United States Atlantic Coast ports. | 


Manufacturing was comparatively quiet, and operations 
were curtailed in such important industries as the iron 
and steel and the automobile. Newsprint production also 
showed a decline. During the latter part of the year 
increased activity was reported in many important 
branches such as flour milling, boots and shoes, electrical 
equipment and textiles. The improvement cate too late 
to result in any substantial gains for the year being 
reported. 


WATER PowrER DEVELOPMENTS. 


The development of Canada’s water power was carried 
on with undiminished vigour. <A _ review issued by the 
Department of the Interior indicated that during the first 
ix months of the year installations aggregating more than 
|.680,000 horse-power were under active development from 
coast to coast. Many of these undertakings comprise the 
initial stages only of the various plants, which, when com- 
pleted, will add approximately two million horse-power and 
bring the total capacity installed to nearly eight mitlion 
horse-power. The production of electrical energy has been 
vrowing in spite of the lessened requirements of the pulp 
ind paper industry and other important consumers. 
During the first ten months of the year, the output of the 
central stations amounted to 14,693,698,000 kilowatt hours, 
Ais against 14,499,818,000 k.w.h. in 1929. 


CONSTRUCTION: MINING. 


Construction works proceeded on a_substantiai basis 
luring the year, but the total value of contracts awarded 
howed a considerable falling off from both 1929 and 19238. 
Large public undertakings were being proceeded with tn 
advance of original programines to overcome the conditions 

hich ordinarily would result from a serious curtailment in 
hHuilding operations. 


(he mining industry showed continued expansion during 
1930, and extensive development work was carried on. 


i> 


Vrices of many products showed radical declines, and some 
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operations were reduced or discontinued. Increased pro- 
duction, on the other hand, was reported in many impor- 
tant fields. The output of gold, silver, copper, nickel, lead, 
zinc, natural gas and petroleum all showed increases 
during the first ten months over the corresponding period 
of 1929. 


THE OUTLOOK, 


With the contrast between conditions in Canada and those 
in other countries in mind, it is evident that employment 
is being maintained at relatively high levels. New industries 
are coming to Canada in large numbers and the number of 
enquiries received by the Royal Bank of Canada as to the 
possibilities for other new industries is unprecedented. 
Diversification in agriculture is making rapid progress. As 
the farmer becomes less dependent upon a single source of 
income, his revenue will be more stable. 

[Industrial activity has been maintained at a surprisingly 
high level in Canada, and the fact that the Dominion has 
come through a world-wide depression in so much better 
condition than have other countries is a comment on the 
strength of its economy and finance. This is the best 
evidence that the return of normality in world affairs will 
herald the resumption of expansion in Canada. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS TO EUROPE. 

The Secretary, Office of the High Commissioner for 
Canada, has been officially advised by cablegram from 
Ottawa that, between January 1 and 7 the following 
quantities of Canadian apples and pears were despatched 
to United Kingdom and Continental  ports:—United 
Kingdom, apples, 19,300 barrels and 10,700 boxes; pears, 
700 half-barrels. The Continental recipients of applies 
were as follows: Antwerp, 900 barrels; Hamburg, 2,100 
boxes; Stockholm, 1,000 boxes and Copenhagen, 2,400 
boxes, 


CYPRUS. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1930. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that during November last imports and exports amounted 
in value to £128,958 and £103,047, as compared with 
£150,486 and £112,312 respectively for the five years’ 
average November, 1925-29. 

The total trade during the month under review was not 
so good as during November, 1929. Exports, however, 
showed improvement in nearly all agricultural products; 
the only item showing serious reduction being mincrals, 
which more than accounted for the decrease of £13,141. In 
spite of this the total for November, 1930, was not far behind 
the five-year average. For the eleven months, Jamtary- 
November last the following are the values of impoits and

IRISH FREE STATE. 


CENSUS OF HOSIERY INDUSTRY, 1929 
(REPORT No. 6). 


Under the Statistics (Census of 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 
1930) made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were 
received relating to the operations in 1929 of the 35 
principal establishments in the Irish Free State at which 
the making of hosiery goods was carried on during that 
vear. The returns received from these 35 establishments 
indicated that 26 were the usual type of business concerns, 
four of which employed outworkers only, while nine returns 
were in respect of Institutions (Convents, etc.), at which 
hosiery goods were made for sale. 

Excluding Institutions (at which, it would appear, no 
regular hours were worked) and the four businesses which 
employed outworkers only, the returns showed that fourteen 
of the establishments were at work during the whole year, 
five worked 270-300 days and three others worked less ‘th: an 
270 days. The normal hours of work for two establish- 
ments were 50 per week; two worked a 49-hour week: four 
worked a 48-hour and the remaining firms’ hours of 
work ranged from 42 to 47 per week.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
WHEAT PRODUCTION: TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The average annual production of wheat in the Union from 
1910 to 1915 was 2,125,000 bags of 200 Ibs., and, while the 
average output increased about 10 per cent. during the next 
six years, it fell away again from 1923 to 1928 to a level on! 
slightly over the average for the years 1910 to 1915, states 
the ‘‘ Monthly Review ”’ of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa, Limited. Since 1928, however, the production has 
increased considerably. The 1929-30 season was a record 
one, the revised estimate of the output being 3,342,000 bags, 
and the third preliminary estimate by the Department ot 
Agriculture of the production for the 1930-31 season was 
3,082,000 bags. The following table gives the average pro- 
duction of wheat for certain periods from 1910 to 1927 
together with the estimated production for 1929-30 and 
1930-31 :

It will be observed that the current season’s estimate 
represents an increase of 45 per cent. over the average pro- 
duction for 1910 te 1915. As the area under wheat this 
season is estimated at 537,000 morgen, as compared with 
445,000 morgen last season, it seemed likely that production 
would have reached a fresh high record this year. Owing to 
damage by rust, however, and the exceptionally dry spring 
up-country, yields have been detrimentally affected, par- 
ticularly in the Orange Free State, which Province shows a 
decrease of 34 per cent. as compared with last year. It 1s 
estimated that the Transvaal will show an increase of 57 per 
cent. over last vear, while production in the Cape Province 
is expected to show a decline of about 10 per cent. 


This season’s production will probably supply about 70 per 
cent. of the country’s requirements. 


Owing to the drought in many inland parts of the country 
and the low prices ruling overseas for maize, it seems im- 
probable that former estimates of maize exports for the 
season ending June 30, 1931, will be reached. The estimated 
maize exports have, therefore, been reduced from 11,500,000 
bags to 9 million bags. Taken in conjunction with the 
further fall in value of wool, hides and skins, it has resulted 
in a decrease in the forecast of the value of exports of farm 
produce for the twelve months ending June, 1931, from 
£18-8 million to £17 million. 


NOVEMBER TRADE. 


The preliminary overseas trade figures for November 
show a decline of about £2,200,000 in imports and about 
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£2,700,000 in exports as compared with November, 1929. 
The net trade balance, however, has been materially im- 
proved by the flotation in London during November of 
loans to the value of over £6 million on account of the 
Government and the Municipalities of Cape Town and 
Bloemfontein. These large borrowings have resulted in an 
improvement in the estimated. net balance of trade from 
plus £6-5 million to plus £11-8 million, the highest figure 
shown for some years. 


Railway earnings for the four weeks ended December 13 
totalled £1,937,776, or £134,224 below the estimate. The 
total earnings for the period April 1 to December 13 were 
£17,585,905, or £1,432,095 below the estimate. The total 
for the corresponding period of 1929 was £18,811,051. 


WatrLeE BARK AND EXTRACT. 


Supplies are coming forward in greater quantity, and 
prices have eased a little. Enquiries have recently been 
received from overseas markets, but prices offered have not 
been attractive in comparison with those obtaining locally. 


Sales of extract overseas have been made, but the market 
has since weakened slightly. Enquiries for extract have 
been increasing during recent months and sales have been 
effected to countries which have not hitherto been buyers. 


The wattle industry is expanding steadily and now takes 
about sixth place in value in the country’s exports of 
produce.

BRAZIL. 


PROPOSED CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
PURCHASING BUREAU. 

The Commercial Secretary to the British Embassy at Rio 
de Janeiro has forwarded a translation, given below, of a 
Decree signed by the Brazilian Provisional Government 
providing for an inventory of all stores of Government 
Departments with a view to the creation of a central pur- 
chasing bureau. 

The Commercial Secretary states that, if such a reform 
be subsequently effected, an entirely new complexion may be 
put upon purchases of public material and that for this 
reason he is of opinion that it is of the greatest importance 
for British firms to be forewarned of the impending change. 


The Decree, with a preliminary announcement regarding 
it, is as follows: 


An Economic MEASURE FOR THE PuBLic FuNDs. 


At the present moment the Provisional Government in- 
tends to create a central office for the purchase of all mate- 
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rial for Government Departments having principally in view 
the uniformisation of prices and standardisation of the dif- 
ferent types of goods to be furnished, being certain that this 
measure will bring a great economy to the public funds. 

The Decree, reterring to the inventory of the material 
consumed by the Union which exists in the various stores, is 
an indispensable and preparatory step in order that the 
important problem can be resolved with security. 

The Decree, signed by the chief of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment, is as follows :— 


The chief of the Provisional Government of the Republic 
of the United States of Brazil resolves :— 


Art. 1.—All chiefs of Federal Government Departments 
are instructed to make an inventory of the existing material 
on December 31, through the respective storekeepers or 
others responsible for the safe keeping of stores. 


Art. 2.The inventory should contain the quality or kind 
of the goods, price per unit, quantity, value in reis, quantity 
of material of each kind consumed in 1930, value of this 
material, and approximate quantity to be consumed in 1931, 
according to the form which will be drawn up by the 
Minister of Finance. 


Art. 3.—The inventories must be checked by the chief of 
the Department and sent to the Minister of Finance through 
the official channels, within 30 days; those who do not attend 
to the clauses of this Decree or who give wrong informa- 
tion, will be held responsible.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN NOVEMBER, 1930. 
(from the Acting British Consul-General.) 


HAMBURG. 

There was a decline of 0-08 per cent. in the number of 
vessels and of 8-18 per cent. in the total tonnage passing 
through the Kiel Canal during November as compared with 
October. 

Steam and motor vessels represented 91-27 per cent. of 
the total tonnage and 78-87 per cent. of the vessels carried 
cargo. 

Of the total of 4,745 vessels using the Canal in November 
2,280 vessels with a total of 1,676,356 net reg. tons were 
registered sea-going ships, which comprised 2,146 freight 
and poseenge r vessels of 1,670,216 tons, 106 tugs of 3,241 
tons and 27 fishing vessels of 2,899 tons. Further, there 
were 2,288 sailing vessels of 122,773 tons, 136 lighters and 
barges of 39,854 tons and 41 pleasure and Government 
vessels of 16,464 tons. 

The vessels were loaded as follows :—One with passengers ; 
18, cattle; 214, coal: 40, stone: 47. iron: 390, timber; 970, 
grain; 30, ore; 615, other bulk goods ; 1,094, general cargo, 
and 88 with miscellaneous cargo, while 1,278. or 27 per 
cent. of the total, were empty or in ballast.

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


ECONOMIC POSITION OF THE EAST COAST OF 
SUMATRA. 

For the Kast Coast of Sumatra the year 1930 reveals a 

picture of a very gradually, but nevertheless distinctly, 


declining situation, states a "Report published by the Med: th 
Chamber of Commerce.

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The movement towards more unfavourable conditions 
continued steadily and at a slightly increasing rate. It 
was, however, not so much the prevailing situation that 
provoked anxiety as the prospects for the immediate 
future. The big plantations were working on the narrowest 
margin of profit and in the case of rubber below this level 
to a more or less important extent. 

Circumstances point to the probability that the rubber 
crisis will run its natural course without legislative inter- 
vention in any shape or form. The dropping out of some 
groups of producers, principally native, but in a less degree 
also European, has now begun. The first steps on the road 
to amelioration have thereby been taken, but there is every 
reason to believe that the process of recovery will be long 
drawn out. 


REACTION ON IMportTsS AND EXPORTS. 


The acuteness of the situation is still hardly adequately 
represented in import figures. In the previous survey it 
was found that imports of the Province in the first five 
months of 1930 were 6-9 per cent. lower than in the same 
period of the preceding year. For the first nine months 
this percentage rose roughly to 10 per cent. A further 
decline may therefore doubtless be expected, but one which 
will remain still far below that which has occurred in other 
parts of the Netherland Indies.

The considerable increase in the quantities of exports is 
to be attributed exclusively to a substantial improvement 
in the petroleum output, whereby also a reduction in the 
total export values was prevented. It is considered, more- 
over, that the arrangement of the trade statistics is such 
that the latter give a far from adequate presentation of 
the low rubber prices prevailing. 

The decline in the other parts of Netherland India has 
been, however, still heavier. The Outer Provinces, both 
those where the cultivation of native rubber prevails and 
those in which that of coffee or copra predominates, all 
show a much more serious decline in imports than the 
Kast Coast of Sumatra and the same is also the case in 
regard to Java. 

As regards imports, those of provisions and luxury 
articles show an even greater advance than in the previous 
vear. Piece-goods declined considerably, but was to a 
great extent attributable to the fall in prices; the decline 
in actual quantity was far less serious. The group— 
‘‘ carriages and boats ’’—consisting for the most part cf 
motor cars—suffered materially, but the most important 
falling off was in minerals, metals and machinery. 

Japanese competition became suddenly important in 1930 
after having for many years been comparatively small, and 
is now most noticeable in certain classes of piece-goods and 
cement. It is not possible to determine accurately the 
values of imports from Japan to the East Coast, because 
Japanese goods are usually consigned from Singapore or 
Penang. During the first nine months of 1929, however, 
Japan was given as the country of origin for goods valued 
at 1,433,362 florins and in the corresponding period of 1930 
for a value of 2,210,543 florins. 


SWITZERLAND. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1980 
(From the British Legation, Berne.) 

The total value of Swiss foreign trade during November 
last was 352-2 million francs, this figure representing a de- 
crease of 28-6 million frs. in comparison with October. 
Imports accounted for 22-7 million frs. in this decline and 
amounted to 210-6 million frs., while exports totalled 141-6 
million frs., viz., 5-9 million frs. less than in the preceding 
month. The trade balance of Switzerland during the month 
under review thus showed an excess of imports amounting 
to 69 million frs., as against 85-8 million frs. in October. In 
other words, exports covered imports to the extent of 67 per 
cent., or about 4 per cent. more than in the previous month.

The British Consul-General at Montevideo reports that 
the total value of imports into the Republic of Uruguay 
during the first three quarters of 1930 was 66,455,307 
gold pesos (official values), while exports reached a value 
of 79,384,098 gold pesos (market values). The adverse trade 
balance of 1,964,067 pesos, which was a feature of the year 
1929, was thus, in the first nine months of 1930, transformed 
into an apparent favourable balance of no less than 
12,928,791 pesos. The total value of the foreign trade in the 
period under review, 145,839,405 pesos, was 5,397,556 pesos, 
or 4 per cent. more than that achieved during the same 
period of 1929 (140,441,849 pesos).

the firm concerned. The description of samples for France 
according to the French tariff with weights and measure- 
ments in the metric system may be added on the list. 

2. The list, after verification by a comparison with the 
samples, will be signed and officially stamped, and the 
samples sealed or marked. 

3. The samples may be re-imported at any port. The list 
referred to in paragraph 1 must be produced; and if the 
samples are found to correspond therewith, they will be 
delivered forthwith after removal of the official seals. 

4. The examination and sealing of samples and specimens 
vill be allowed at private premises before exportation, and 
re-examination and removal of seals after re-importation 
on prior application being made. ‘The expenses of the 
Officer’s attendance in such cases must be borne by the 
applicants, 


B.—-S1L_K Goons. 


Where for any reason (e.g. in the case of a large number 
of small articles, or pieces of material, consisting of or con- 
taining silk or artificial silk) it is not desired to have the 
samples officially sealed betore exportation, traders may, 
in order to facilitate the admission of the samples on their 
return to this country, adopt the following procedure : — 


(1) lists in duplicate should be prepared before embark- 
ation, specifying each article in detail, including 
pattern number, description, value, ete. 

(2) each article should be ticketed and numbered to 
correspond with the relative item on the lists; 

(3) the lists and samples should be produced to the 
Customs Officers at the port of embarkation, in 
sufficient time to enable them to make such test 
examination as may be necessary. If the officer is 
satisfied he will sign and stamp the lists, returning 
one copy to the traveller for production with the 
samples on their return to this country ; 

(4) where possible the Collector or Surveyor of Customs 
at the port of embarkation should be notified in 
advance of the date and the hour at which the 
traveller expects to arrive; 

(5) on the return of the traveller to this country, the 
samples, with his copy of the lists, should be pro- 
duced to the Customs Officer at the port of arrival, 
but, if, for reasons of urgency he is unable to do 
this in person, he may authorise the shipping or 
railway company, in writing, to clear and forward 
the goods. In that event he should, of course, fur- 
nish the shipping or railway company with his copy 
of the lists and with the keys of the trunks in 
addition to the written authority ; 

(6) for convenience of examination, separate lists in 
duplicate should, if possible, be made out for each 
trunk, and the samples appropriate to each list 
should, as far as possible, be kept together and 
produced in the same trunk when the traveller 
returns to this country.

CANADA. 


REGULATIONS UNDER THE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner, Montreal, reports that his 
attention has been called by the Canadian authorities to 
infringements on the part of British manufacturers of the 
regulations under the Canadian Food and Drugs Act. In 
particular, it is stated that many British manufacturers are 
using in foods destined for the Canadian market colouring 
matter which is not allowed under the Act, and _ that 
a very large number of firms are failing to comply 
with the regulations in regard to the proper labelling 
of the packages containing their products. The name and 
address of the manufacturers should be shown in full, e.g., 
local firms, manufacturing in Toronto, are required to show 
their names, followed by ‘‘ Toronto, Ontario,’’ or ‘‘ Toronto, 
Canada.’’ A label showing the name of the firm followed 
only by the word ‘‘ London ”’ is not considered as a sufficient 
indication of the place of manufacture. 

Packages must also show the net weight of the contents, 
and, in this connection, it should be noted that, according 
to a recent ruling, the net weight should not include foil 
wrapping. It is also important that each package should 
bear a plain statement of the nature of the product it con- 
tains. For example, if it is desired to indicate that an 
article has a special flavour, such as ‘‘ creme de menthe 
flavour,’’ the appropriate statement would be ‘‘ creme de 
menthe flavour,’’ the word ‘ flavour ’’ appearing in as 
large letters as the words ‘‘ creme de menthe.’’ 

[t is understood that the Canadian authorities attach 
importance to strict compliance with the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations, full particulars of which may be 
obtained from the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
QMueen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


GOLD COAST. 


IMPORTATION OF SPIRITS IN KEGS, 
BARRELS, ETC. 

Regulations No. 22 of 1930, cited as the Liquor Traffic 
Amendment Regulations, 1930, withdraw, as from Janu- 
ary 1, the provision made in previous Regulations under 
which brandy, rum, whisky, geneva and gin, in kegs, barrels, 
hogsheads or puncheons could be imported into the Gold 
Coast Colony under special permit issued by the Comptroller 
of Customs. Consequently, the importation of spirituous 
liquors in such containers is entirely prohibited. 


GRENADA. 
DUTY ON MOTOR SPIRITS INCREASED. 

Customs Duties Amendment (No. 38) Ordinance, 1930, 
assented to on December 12, 1930, increases the Customs 
duty on motor spirits, including benzine, benzoline, gaso- 
line, naphtha and petrol spirits generally from 6d. to &d. 
per gallon under the British Preferential Tariff and from 
Ud. to ls. per gallon under the General Tariff. 


IRISH FREE STATE. 
TARIFF COMMISSION (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1930. 


Under the Tariff Commission Act, 1926 (a summary ot 
which was published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 15, 1926, 
page 76), it was provided, inter alia, that the Tariff Com- 
mission should consider applications referred to them by the 
Minister of Finance from persons substantially representa- 
tive of the persons engaged or proposing to engage in the 
production of goods in the [rish Free State of any particu- 
lar class or description, for the imposition, modification or 
renewal of a Customs duty on goods of that class or descrip- 
tion. A recent Act, cited as the Tariff Commission (Amend- 
ment). Act, 1930, provides that the Executive Council may 
refer to the Commission any matter or question relating to 
the imposition, modification, abolition or renewal of a 
Customs duty and that the Commission shall consider and 
report on every such matter or question so referred to them 
as 1f it were an application referred to them by the Minister 
for Finance.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
PREPARATIONS CONTAINING HONEY. 
Government Notice 2032, dated November 7, intimates 
that in virtue of the authority committed to him by the 
Agricultural Pests Act, 1911, the Minister of Agriculture 
has prohibited the importation into the Union from any 
place overseas of the undermentioned preparations, by

The state- 
ment also includes the increases fixed by the State Council 
on December 29 in virtue of the powers conferred by Law to

AUSTRIA. 


PROPOSED CUSTOMS ‘TARIFF CHANGES.- 
TARIFF REVISION. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Vienna 
reports that the Austrian Government intends to bring in 
almost immediately a fifth Tariff Amendment Bill to the 
Customs Tariff of 1924,* and to push this through Parlia- 
ment with all speed in order that new and _ higher 
‘“ General ’’ Tariff rates of duty on various goods may be 
available for bargaining during the pending negotiations 
for revision of the commercial treaties, particularly those 
with Hungary and Czechoslovakia. It appears that higher 
rates on (inter alia) foodstuffs and textiles will be con- 
tained in this Bill. It is understood that, if the proposals 
of the Austrian manufacturers are adopted by the Govern- 
ment, some of the ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff rates on cotton goods 
will probably be raised by as much as 100 per cent., and 
some on woollen goods from 20 to 40 per cent. Some kinds 
of cotton yarns are also to be subjected to higher rates in 
this Bill. These ‘‘ General’’ Tariff rates are intended tor 
use in connection with the Treaty negotiations with Czecho- 
slovakia, and most of them may never come into 
foree as regards goods from countries enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 

Apart from this proposed amendment of the Tariff, how- 
ever, a general revision of the Austrian autonomous Customs 
Tariff is also in preparation, of which the Bill referred to 
above will be merely a first instalment. Last November 
the Government entrusted the Austrian Chambers of Com- 
merce with the task of preparing a new and _ so-called 
organic General Tariff; the existing Tariff, as modified, 
being considered as an inadequate weapon for negotiations 
with the neighbouring countries which have much higher 
rates of duty. The Austrian Chambers of Commerce have 
not vet completed this work; but it appears that almost all 
industries manufacturing finished goods have demanded 
substantial increases of. the present duties on the classes 
of goods they make; but as the producers of raw materials 
and semi-manufactured goods have done the same, the 
rates on the finished goods must again be raised in order 
to allow for the increased cost of the materials used. A 
meeting of the Presidents of the different Chambers of 
Commerce will shortly be held to formulate the final recom- 
mendations to the Government. An average increase of

British Standard Specification for Locomotive, Carriage and 
Wagon Tyres for Use im Railway Rolling Stock. (No. 24, 
Part 2, 1928). 

The British Engineering Standards Association have just 
issued an addenda slip (reference C.C. 2843) to part 2 of Report 
No. 24 Locomotive Carriage and Wagon Tyres. In the addenda 
a modified formula is given for the deflection to be obtained 
under the falling weight test. The new formula has been 
amended so as to take into account tyres provided with snips. 
British Standard methods for locomotive tyre fastenings are 
also given. The two methods have been standardised, the 
rivet method and the Gibson-Ring method. A modified form 
of section for the Gibson-Ring is also shown for adoption in 
cases where the latter method of fastening is employed. 


British Standard Specification for Steel Roller Chains and 
hain Wheels. (No. 228-1925). 

The British Engineering Standards Association have just 
issued an important addendum sheet (reference C.C. 2707) to 
the above B.S. specification, giving modifications to the formula 
for the width of teeth of a driven sprocket in the case of 
vehicle axle drives, and to the formula for the tooth side 
radius for the sprockets of motor-cycle drives. Two additional 
formule which will prove of great assistance are also given— 
one for determining the wheel centre distance and the other for 
the cutting sizes for roller chain wheels.

British Standard Specification for Corrugated Furnaces and 
ymoke Tubes. (No. 3023-1926). 

A revision to the British standard specification for corrugated 
furnaces and smoke tubes for marine boilers (No. 3023-1926), 
chiefly affecting the furnace manufacturers, has recently been 
carried out, and is issued in the form of a slip for attach- 
ment to the existing specification. The specification hitherto 
has not been generally worked to, for the reason that the depth 
of corrugation for the Morrison and Deighton section of 
furnaces differed from that of the Fox and Leeds Forge. The 
boiler makers were very desirous that this dimension should 
be the same for all four sections. At a recent meeting of 
the committee, upon which were represented the Furnace 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Board of Trade, Lloyd’s 
Register of Shipping, Bureau Veritas, the British Corporation 
and a number of users, it was agreed that the depth of corru- 

gation for the Morrison and Deighton section should be reduced 
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by 4 of an inch to bring it into line with that of the Fox and 
Leeds Forge, which is 14 in., but in no case may the depth of 
corrugation plus the thickness of the furnace be less than 2 in, 
It was the opinion of the furnace manufacturers present at 
the meeting that with this amendment the specification would 
be generally acceptable to all. 

With regard to the swelled ends of plain tubes, the speci. 
fication has been revised to provide for the swelled ends to be 
increased by ;; in. for 34 in., instead of by {4 in. for 24 in,, 
as previously specified. ‘This change will no doubt be appre. 
ciated by boiler makers.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 
HEAVY INDUSTRIES SECTION AGAIN FULL. 


Manufacturers of machinery, hardware and engineering 
products in general have never looked forward with greater 
confidence than this year to the business results they expect 
to achieve from their magnificent display of Heavy Goods at 
the Birmingham Section of the British Industries Fair next 
month, state the organisers of the Section, the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce (Inc.). 

As in former years, every inch of exhibition space is occu- 
pied, many firms again having been unable to obtain the full 
areas they would have desired, while numbers of later appli- 
cants failed to receive any allocation at all. 

Trade visitors will also experience, to even greater degree 
than before, the wider representation of goods coming within 
the schedule of this Section, which, though not yet complete 
in the fullest sense of the term, is now rapidly approaching 
that objective. 


GROUPING THE TRADES. 


This is made the more evident by the new grouping system 
which, necessitating a good deal of careful and gradual ad- 
justment since 1929, will now be found clearly defined. 

While immense extensions were continually being made 
to the series of buildings now thrown into a single hall one- 
third of a mile long, there were practical difficulties in bring- 
ing the various industries and allied trades together; the 
task, arduous as it has been, is justified by the success 
attending its accomplishment. 

Home and overseas buyers, who are anticipated in still 
larger numbers on account of the Fair’s proved utility to 
business and the intensive propaganda carried out during 
the past twelve months, will for the first time have grouped 
and arrayed before them, in effective and composite manner, 
the respective classifications of goods which are of primary 
interest to them, with a choice of entrances if they should 
with to proceed direct to a particular area of the Fair. 

Two other important advantages are foreseen in this 
arrangement. It will enable buyers to realise more readily 

trom the fact of assembly in a concentrated area—the 
generous scope which, briefly referred to above, the Fair 
offers to them in the examination and selection of Britain’s 
finest products in their own trades. 

This year, it will be seen, there is scarcely any object 
forming the subject of possible enquiry which is not visible 
within a short tour of located inspection. 





Two THousanp EntirRELY New Propvcts. 

Preliminary advices already received from 60 per cent. of 
exhibiting firms show an unusual increase in the number of 
new goods and processes to be displayed. 

Based on these returns, and allowing in similar measure 
for others to be received within the present month, it is a 
safe computation that at least 2,000 entirely new products 
in the engineering and kindred trades will be open to inspec- 
tion on February 16, embracing engineering, transport, 
building and public works, metals, electricity, gas, general 
heating and cooking, mining, and hardware, ironmongery 
and brassfoundry. 


NeW ARRANGEMENTS FOR ACCOMMODATION. 

Trade visitors who may have experienced difficulty, from 
time to time, in securing the hotel reservation they require, 
will be interested to know of the arrangements being made 
lor their comfort. 

A special department of the Birmingham Section of the 
Fair has recently made a complete survey of all hotel and 
private accommodation in the City and residential districts 
around, providing in tabulated form information on every 
detail as to amenities, transport and terms. 

Languages spoken, garage facilities, telephone service and 
sich matters as lighting and baths have been personally in- 
vestigated. It is hoped, by these measures, to remove any 
ground for uncertainty as to accommodation at a period 
when resources are taxed to the utmost.

THE GUILDHALL BANQUET.

In previous years the 
banquet has been held at the Mansion House, which is at 
present being reconstructed. 

The banquet has always been favoured with Royal patron- 
age, the Prince of Wales having been principal guest and 
speaker three times and the Duke of York on two occasions.

2. The use of chromium plating or stainless steel is 
now almost universal for all exposed parts. 

3. Great simplicity in exterior design, embodying the 
application of sculpture principles to body build- 
ing. 

4. A greater number of convertible bodies were on 

display. The influence of European design was 

noticeable in this regard. 
Colour schemes are decidedly more subdued than 
was the case in former years. 


The attendance was somewhat disappointing, but manu- 
facturers pointed out that the date of the show unfor- 
tunately coincided with the extreme period of depression 
in business and on the Stock Exchange. !t is generally 
anticipated that the attendance at the January motor show 
will have been very much greater, the public reserving 
interest for that occasion.

NEW DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL. 
FERTILISERS AND FEEDING STUFES. 
Draft of an Order-en-Council laid before Parliament on 


Wednesday, January 21, 1931, in pursuance of 
Section 7 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926:—

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council.

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 and 17 Geo. 5 ec. 53), it is 
provided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appropriate 
Department been held by a Committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act and the report of the Committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
Department, that Department may unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 








the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported 
goods of that class or description for use or consumption 
in the United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless 
they bear an indication of origin, make a representation 
to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should 
be made under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in 
Council may thereupon, subject to the provisions of the 
said Act, make an Order prohibiting the sale or the 
exposure for sale in the United Kingdom of imported goods 
of that class or description unless they bear an indication 
of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Section an enquiry in relation to the class or descrip- 
tion of goods to which the present Order relates, has on 
reference from the appropriate Department, namely, the 
Board of Trade (hereinafter called the Board), been hel: 
by a Committee appointed for the purposes of the said 
Act and the report of that Committee has been taken into 
consideration by the Board: 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a Committee to be 
desirable that any imported goods should bear an indica- 
iion of origin at the time of importation, and the Com-

mittee so reports to the appropriate Department, that 
Department, unless, having regard to all the circumstances 
of the case including the re-export trade of the United 
Kingdom in that class or description of goods, it considers 
such action undesirable, may make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that the goods should bear 
an indication of origin at the time of importation, and 
His Majesty may by Order-in-Council under the said 
Section (without prejudice to His Powers under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section) make provision accordingly : 

And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in 
this Order imported for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, and the Board have accordingly made 
representations to His Majesty that it is desirable that an 
Order should be made under the said Section 2: 

And whereas the Committee have reported to the Board 
that it appears to them to be desirable that the goods 
described in this Order should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation: 

And whereas the Board having had regard to all the 
circumstances of the case including the re-export trade in 
those goods have made representations to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that the goods described in this Order 
should bear an indication of origin at the time of importa- 
tion : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows:— 

1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United 
Kingdom any of the fertilisers or feeding stuffs specified 
herein or to sell or expose for sale in the United Kingdom 
any such fertilisers or feeding stuffs which have been 
imported unless they bear an indication of origin. 

2. This Order applies to fertilisers and feeding stuffs of 
the following descriptions :— 

(a) Bone meal and bone flour whether raw, degreased 
or degelatinised ; 

(b) Hoof meal, horn meal and mixtures thereof ; 

(c) Meat meal, meat and bone meal and carcase meal ; 

(d) Dried blood, whether ground or unground. 


3. The indication of origin shall be printed, stamped, 


stencilled, painted or branded on the bag, sack, cask, keg. 


or other container in which the goods are imported or so!d 
or exposed for sale. 

4. Nothing in this Order shall require any such fer- 
tilisers or feeding stuffs to bear an indication of origin 
on sale when the total quantity sold does not exceed 14 lbs. 
in weight. 

5. Goods to which this Order applies shall bear the indica- 
tion of origin herein provided on exposure for sale wholesale 
whether or not the person so exposing the goods is a 
wholesale dealer. 

6. This Order shall come into force at the expiration of 
three months from the date hereof. 

7. (a) This Order may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) No. 7 Order 1981. 

(b) The Interpretation Act 1889 shall apply to the inter- 
pretation of this Order as it applies to the interpretation 
of an Act of Parliament.
